Such 
participation presupposes spirit co- 
operation, which impossible without self- 
sacrifice. From the moment one wants 
co-operate with another, one has put 
self aside. The ego must forgotten 
the common effort arrive common 
goal. There room for petty jealousies, 
for stubborn adherence opinion. There 
embrace all those with whom one works, 
regardless differences opinion and 
clash character. 

Democratic procedures are almost super- 
humanly difficult because they demand the 
voluntary and intelligent co-operation 
all concerned. They demand the highest 
degree self-discipline, integrity 
personal character, and almost instinc- 
tive tendency co-operate with others, 
which developed only through practice 
constant application the principles 
Christ. 

All which another way saying 
democratic procedures school are 
simply expression the charity taught 
and exemplified Jesus Christ. This 
fertile field which the principles Christ 
can sown and His virtues can nur- 
tured maturity, bearing fruit the 
Christlike lives the teachers and their 
pupils.

The sacredness and integrity the 
family and the Church; the rights and 
duties their common protector, the State; 

These principles, Father Sloyan believes, 
provide norms for the conduct men, and, 
practiced, bring about right order 
society. holds that these principles 
are not incorporated the course study 
social studies, these courses are not 
Catholic, and the school that uses them 
sense the word.

Several courses incorporate the five 
Christian social principles their objec- 
tives but that far the principles 
are taken. Some further conclusions from 
this study are: 

The greatest part social education 
Catholic courses study characterized 
practical naturalism that the tem- 
poral activities men society are seen 
completely divorced from the super- 
natural order. 

The courses come grips with none 
the social problems that surround Cath- 
olic children which before long will their 
major preoccupation, hourly demanding 
Christian solution. 

The courses not view people, both 
the Church and out, putting the 
Christian social principles work the 
market place, and all their walks life. 

Catholic courses geography are 
primarily economic and industrial, con- 
cerned with production and consumption, 
even the lowest grade levels. They con- 
tribute almost nothing the socialization 
the child. However, there more trend 
textbooks toward socialization than 
toward supernaturalization. 

Courses history not look for the 
hand God through the centuries. They 
seldom make the present meaningful the 
light the past. 

Catholic courses not foster love 
for racial and national groups through spe- 
cific applications the doctrine the 
Mystical Body Christ. 

None seem realize that along with 
our obligation spread Christianity, there 
also duty try alleviate social, cul- 
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tural, and economic ills throughout the 
world. 
Recapitulation 

The burden the first part this ar- 
ticle with the commonly held belief that 
the teacher through the media the social 
studies may make invaluable contribu- 
tion the building better world. 

The second part reviews Father Sloyan’s 
conclusions his dissertation briefly, which 
conclusions warn that both our social 
studies courses now being used throughout 
the United States and our textbooks are 
geared more the encouragement 
rugged individualism than the building 
better world through promulgation 
and application the Church’s social 
doctrine. 

These conclusions, alas, bear out the

The Need for Discipline 


The present trend complaints about 
the lack discipline comes from many 
sources the field education. Current 
magazine articles which teachers have 
opportunity express freely their opin- 
ions some modern procedures their 
respective schools give firsthand informa- 
tion. Not all these views are biased 
puritanical, for some teachers express them- 
selves with sane notions for the purpose 
the subject discipline. 

The blame for the lack discipline need 
not necessarily placed altogether pro- 
gressive education. You say, “Where else 
can the source traced?” The Weimar Re- 
public motivated American educators 
well John Dewey. Political and economic 
trends the world over influence philos- 
ophy life. Materialism and secularism 
preceded democracy and education. Could 
not Jean Jacques Rousseau his Emile 
cited for the honorable dishonorable 
credit for the faire the philo- 
sophical views some teachers? From the 
Christian viewpoint, fallen human nature 
prone avoid anything that hampers 
pains the free will the individual. 
Despite the fact that some Humanists and 
Determinists declare that man’s free will 
determined the sense that the human 
being cannot avoid choosing evil, this il- 
logical premise needs little rebuttal. Man’s 
free will not determined, for the very 


essence freedom contradicts the idea 
“predetermined free will.” 

craze for popularity with pupils 
one the outstanding causes the neglect 
discipline the proper training the 
young. the various modifying adjectives 
that precede the noun teacher, “popular” 
seems the one characterizing element 
with capital “P” for some teachers.

Teachers need counseling well 
pupils. the principal should discover 
real evidence that faculty member too 
severe biased matters pertaining 
discipline, courteous, confidential talk 
ought forthcoming from the superior 
order learn the cause the difficulty 
well advise the matter. These 
talks usually remove prejudices that had 
reason exist the first place.

bad behavior. not condemn student 
councils and juries, for without them 
opportunity missed for training ex- 
perience maturity which present today 
greater proportions than decade ago 
because social and economic advantages. 
There must be, however, faculty-student 
participation these problem controls. 

Miss Henning’s survey through the 
media questionnaires sent 200 high 
school principals Iowa, Missouri, 
and Nebraska showed evaluations 
common types problems and com- 
mon types disciplinary measures. The 
highest rate frequency for disciplinary 
problems was given “congregating 
lavatories and halls” with “smoking lav- 
atories and/or school premises” the 
lowest frequency. “Impertinence teach- 
ers” and “disrespect for faculty supervision 
and authority” were rated eleventh and 
twelfth respectively frequency oc- 
currence. Probably the faculty answered 
the questionnaires this would have received 
higher rating. 

The disciplinary measure used requiring 
students pay for destruction school 
property received the highest rating. The 
least used measure was “resort corporal 
punishment.” quote the exact findings, 
the following statistics indicate the prev- 
Three principals used this meas- 
ure making 1.3 per cent the survey. 
One hundred six principals infrequently 
used this measure 4.71 per cent the 
survey. One hundred nine principals never 
resorted corporal punishment 4.8 
per cent the The other measures 
consisted principally retention after 
classes, cutting the class grade, requirement 
additional assignments, expulsion for 
serious enough misconduct, and the depri- 
vation physical education participa- 
tion ball teams. The survey also in- 
cluded the principals’ evaluations the 
seriousness the misdemeanor. Lying 
topped the list; disrespect for authority 
came next. Petty thievery, congregating 
lavatories and halls, truancy, carousing 
too heavy outside schedule harmful 
school life received some emphasis. Forging 
excuses report-card signatures, running 
the stairs, habitual tardiness, cheating 
tests, defacement school property 
equipment, smoking the premises, cut- 
ting classes, and general rudeness other 
students constitute over-all picture 
the declining estimate the weight prin- 
cipals gave the disciplinary problems.

the others, make the race even. 
call that extra weight extra time 
handicap,” said. handicap any- 
thing that holds you back, you see.” 


Handicapped and Gifted 

expression common among educators,

The failing child may strug- 
gling alone against forces that are stronger 
than himself. 


Lessening the Handicap 

The age the onset hearing impair- 
ment with consequent influence vocab- 
ulary growth and general information, 
native intelligence and personality, home 
conditions, informed uninformed teach- 
ers, sympathetic unsympathetic contacts, 
these and many other factors weigh heav- 
ily for against hearing handicapped 
child’s efforts help ‘himself. 
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Regardless favorable unfavorable 
influences, the fact the handicap may 
remain. The poorest speller the class 
might the best could hear every 
syllable given word. The ready answer 
may lacking where even alert mind 
must bridge gaps the question and the 
explanation behind it. 

Many children our schools are being 
held back from giving their best. How 
far are they being held back? What the 
best they are prevented from giving? The 
answers may found through special edu- 
cation that is, lessons lip reading, the 
introduction hearing aids, and, some 
cases, individual attention special 
classes. rare cases, school for the deaf 
may the answer.

realize that naming these few books 
have done little more than scratch the 
surface, considering the vast number books 
that might have been mentioned. Yet 
almost convinced that this reading program 
can the job. Guidance, enthusiastic inter- 
est, cajoling perhaps, even, the part the 
willing librarian and the solicitous teacher 
may necessary keep the books the 
hands the students. The sincere high school 
student will really know Christ from the pages 
the Gospel, will understand Him better 
the Head the Mystical Body, will fol- 
low Him pointing the way heaven, and will 
join Him the Sacrifice the Mass. will 
really put Christ St. Paul said, 
learning think like Him, speak like Him, 
and act like Him from the characters, ficti- 
tious real, met the books.

Local Press Organization 
Brother Stanley Mathews, S.M. 


Journalism advisers Catholic high schools 
have probably been called upon often 
any similar group evaluate their product, 
the school paper, terms the Catholic 
philosophy education. was attempt 
just such evaluation three advisers 
one year ago that led the eventual forma- 
tion the now flourishing Diocesan Scholastic 
Press Association Cleveland. 


Improving the School Paper 


October, 1947, these advisers discussed 
informally some the problems high 
school journalism; they were interested espe- 
cially improving the Catholic high school 
paper. They sought ways vitalizing that 
publication, which, despite its tremendous 
potentialities, frequently degenerates into 
hodgepodge stale news stories, canned edi- 
torials, and recapped sports events weeks 
passed. Such typical publications, seemed 
them, have meaning place the 
Catholic educational program. 

With the help and encouragement the 


diocesan superintendent schools, question- 
naires were sent out advisers the other 
thirty high schools the diocese. The replies 
were surprisingly similar. Despite the wide 
variety size schools and experience 
advisers, most those surveyed were anxious 
for help; only one two had had any pre- 
vious formal training journalism; almost 
all them were interested organization 
which would help them and their staffs pro- 
duce better Catholic paper. 

There are, course, agencies already 
existence which offer guidance scholastic 
journalism. The secular associations, however 
good they may their own fields, are use- 
ful the Catholic school for comparative 
technical purposes only. For example, they 
enable school compare layouts, typogra- 
phy, news writing, features, and photography 
with other schools throughout the country. 
They not, however, even begin touch 
the problem content for the Catholic school 
paper. The form the paper definitely 
important, yet must remain. 
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Another organization, the Catholic School 
Press Association, operating both the high 
school and college level, is, far advisers 
Cleveland are concerned, insufficient and 
unsatisfactory. has been found too 
broad scope and often too advanced intel- 
lectually much help Cleveland 
school papers which aim present, discuss, 
and help solve Christian way problems 
which arise locally. The obvious solution 
seemed press association the dio- 
cese, organization the scholastic level, 
which could provide mutual co-operation 
the direct help and inspiration needed ad- 
visers and student this area. 


Diocesan Organization 


The first meeting advisers, who soon 
adopted the name Diocesan Scholastic Press 
Association Cleveland for their organiza- 
tion, was held March, 1948. This meeting, 
and the two which followed within the next 
six weeks, were taken primarily with 
discussion the objectives the group and 
the means which these objectives might 
attained. 

These early meetings revealed gratifying 
unanimity opinion; all advisers were in- 
terested producing more vitally Catholic 
paper, reflecting dynamic Christian thought 
the student level.

Debates Create Interest

This article based the personal 
observation and experience the 
writer. directed toward high school 
teachers, particularly small schools, 
where the author has had more than 
ten years’ experience. attempts 
show: (1) that the debate effective 
means arousing interest; (2) that the 
debate helpful teaching certain 
skills which could not efficiently 
taught without such motivation; (3) that 
the debate may profitably correlated 
with wide range subjects. 


Teachers small high schools often face 
scholarship problems which they must solve 
otherwise than bemoaning their fate. They 
must overcome the apathy their pupils 
providing material which will, the same 
time, quicken their lagging interest and de- 
velop them highly desirable habits inde- 
pendent activity. For this purpose, the infor- 
mal debate excellent tool. 

The term “informal debate” here used 
somewhat loosely designate that type 
oral argumentation carried two oppos- 
ing teams, with student judges, under mini- 
mum set rules, reduced conserve time 
and eliminate cumbersome technicalities. 

Interested students learn.

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They use every helpful device they can mus- 
ter, and the debate one them. 

The usual contest debate calls for three 
speakers each team. Each speaker appears 
twice: once during the so-called constructive 
period and once during the rebuttal period. 
Because class sessions are limited from 
minutes hour, the one-rebuttal debate 
may better adapted the classroom situa- 
tion. This plan calls for two teams three 
speakers. Each gives constructive argument, 
but only one each team gives rebuttal 
speech. This allows sufficient time for judges 
announce their decision the close the 
period while interest runs high. 

Good debaters’ manuals are plentiful, and 
not the purpose this article elabo- 
rate the method conducting debates. For 
the convenience beginning teachers, brief 
list references follows this discussion. 
consulting such sources, teachers can deter- 
mine which rules procedure 
adapted given situation. They may also 
find interesting ways vary the usual tech- 
nique. But they will not bother study the 
rules unless they believe the educational 
advantages the debate. 

What, then, are its advantages? What 
the basis its appeal? Can really stimulate 
students greater activity? the teaching 
what subjects effective? 

Debates appeal the high school student 
reason his natural fondness for argu- 
ment. The adolescent’s growing sense in- 
dividuality tends interest him keenly all 
types competition. His 
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consciousness makes him eager “team up” 


with others. Here, then, activity which 
answers all these demands: argument, com- 


petition, and teamwork. 


Debate Develops Skills 


Granted that the debate can claim the in- 
terest the adolescent, what, specifically, 


teach him? Chief among the benefits 


this exercise carries with are: (1) the abil- 
ity independent research; (2) the habit 


investigating and weighing evidence; (3) the 
power organize material logically; and 


(4) increased skill, both prepared and ex- 
temporaneous speaking.

Sometimes the topic chosen for de- 
bate will one which pupils have not yet 
formed convictions. such cases, the teacher 
May assign speakers for each side, taking 
she may call for volunteer leaders and allow 
them choose their own teams. topics 
Which there already strong feeling, 
Sometimes well require pupil defend 
the side opposed that which believes. 
This leads him investigate opinions and 
facts which his mind may previously have 
been closed.

this, anyway, remote preparation for the 
rebuttal; but less disposed adopt 
views which support his opponent’s argument. 
the other hand, arguing against his own 
convictions may alter his viewpoint. Almost 
always, will give him broader sympathy 
with the honest opinions others. 

Decisions, rendered elected ap- 
pointed committee student judges, offer 
further training critical thinking. Some- 
times good idea have all nonpartici- 
pants judge the debate. They may use 
simple ballot for this purpose, voting inde- 
pendently, according certain predetermined 
standards. 

Occasionally, the teacher may appoint crit- 
ics each team evaluate such factors 
content and arrangement arguments, stage 
presence, and delivery. Sometimes specific 
goal may established advance; for ex- 
ample, good posture careful enunciation. 
This concentration single problem nets 
immediate results. 

Presenting his material effectively demands 
that the student organize avoid 
needless repetition points. must mar- 
shal his facts orderly array, strengthening 
his defense careful, deliberate planning. 
Even the choice material assigned 
each speaker, there need for shrewd anal- 
ysis. Pretty, flighty Mary Jane may 
asset the cause “Socialized Medicine” 
when she pleads for the poor, neglected chil- 
dren; and yet total loss when she argues 
the economic instability the modern world. 
Thus, the chairman learns valuable lessons 
the psychology human relations. 

Besides organizational practice, the debate 
offers other opportunities. One these 
practice speaking. Poise develops remark- 
ably the individual, eager convey 
message, forgets himself and thinks only 
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what saying. Many otherwise inarticu- 
late student becomes quite voluble defense 
point which feels strongly. Wisdom 
grows, too, the speakers realize that lack 
emotional control, sarcasm, and ridicule 
not pay dividends. one occasion, high 
school girl, fluent speaker, lost debate for 
her side the bitterness her remarks. 
Fortunately, she had the intelligence recog- 
nize her mistake and profit it. 


Excellent Teaching Device 


Once convinced that the debate sound 
educational device, the practical person asks, 
teaching what subjects debating help- 
ful?” 

Teachers English composition and 
speech will welcome the practice affords 
clear expression, both written and oral. 
Making outlines, too, becomes 
exercise for the debater who must “brief” his 
argument; and skill outlining useful 
almost every branch study. 

Used conjunction with the study lit- 
erature, the debate also effective. stimu- 
lates pupils more thorough study the 
lives various authors and compara- 
tive critical analysis their works. pupil 
may succeed convincing his opponents that 
the the King are worth reading.

Possibilities for employing the debate the 
teaching the social sciences are legion. 
History, political science, geography, and socio- 
economics offer wide range subjects for 
argumentation. example will help illus- 
trate what effective motivation this device 
can provide.

Pupils who 
cringed when asked write paper de- 
liver ten-minute talk, proving the divinity 
Christ, launched enthusiastically into 
debate the subject. Some the teachers 
who heard the forthcoming contest were 
alarmed. But the pupils who attempted 
prove that Christ was not divine were the 
first detect the flaws their own care- 
fully prepared arguments. Their victory over 
their opponents was splendid object lesson 
the fact that truth does not always tri- 
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umph. consequence, that particular class 
realizes that Catholics must able give 
reason for the faith that and 
give convincingly. 

Teachers must not expect too much their 
pupils. Often they will observe glaring weak- 
nesses student logic. They will find that 
pupils are easily satisfied with incomplete 
view the picture; that they are carried 
away the personality enthusiasm 
speaker whose arguments would not stand 
careful analysis. much the better! Such 
weaknesses give alert instructors chance 
show their pupils how facts can distorted; 
how glibness can mistaken for scholarship; 
how stubbornness may bear the weight 
sincere conviction. Again, such situations pro- 
vide occasions for teaching critical thinking, 
opportunity not overlooked. 

Yes, debates help awaken the interest 
students. Once interested, pupils expend 
the energy necessary learn. They may not 
become famous lawyers nor nationally known 
speakers nor prominent politicians; they may 
not even become flawless debaters; but may 
reasonably hoped that they will become 
more active, more intelligent citizens 
democratic society.

was noticed that pupils who learned read 
aloud effectively were usually good speakers 
and good conversationalists. 


IV. Storytelling 


The student learned keep four things 
mind when choosing story tell: 

The story should suited the group. 

The teller should like the story. 

The story should strong character- 
ization, plot, humor. 

The story should stir definite emotion; 
that is, should inspire, amuse, enlighten, 
persuade.

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Effective Teaching Religion 


Sister Clara Francis, 


Religion way living; therefore, con- 
sideration the effective teaching religion 
the elementary school may rightfully in- 
clude study the entire curriculum. The 
topic present, however, being restricted 
the religion class and few religious 
practices. 

Let begin asking ourselves the ques- 
tion: When the teaching religion effec- 
tive? But, before answering it, let recall 
that the teaching religion the raison 
d’étre the Catholic school; accordingly, the 
question may changed read: When 
the Catholic school success? The answer 
the same for both; namely, the teaching 
religion effective, the Catholic school 
success, when produces saints boys and 
girls who are love with God. 


Teach Them Love God 


This objective plainly stated the 
Catechism the Council Trent, which 
exhorts focus everything God’s love 
for and our duty love Him return. 
The same idea implied the oft-repeated 
expressions: formation, not information, 
the primary objective the religious course; 
theory and practice must combined; re- 
ligion matter both intellect and will; 
and, the words Brother George Schuster, 
S.M., “Catechism cold that defines adora- 
tion, but does not adore; that defines expia- 
tion, but does not expiate.” 

The element knowing has, unfortunately, 
been overemphasized religion classes. This, 
usual type diocesan examination that places 
premium the accumulation facts and 
bits knowledge. 

Knowledge basis for the establishment 
attitudes and habits. Each bit knowledge 
about God that acquired should ad- 
ditional reason for loving Him. Janet Erskine 
Stuart, after asserting that rather than 
know primary qualification for the 
teacher religion, adds: 

Inseparably bound with the thinking 
right thoughts concerning what taught. 

have right thoughts God. would 
seem too obvious need statement, yet 
experience shows that this fundamental necessity 
not always secure, far from it.

yet more serious aspect mere regimenta- 
tion concerns the evils lying, cheating, even

the practices mentioned above, have, 
for various reasons, chosen that prayer for 
further discussion. Too often the prayers said 
the classroom are said thoughtlessly and, 
sometimes, indistinctly; strident tone 
voice; and, times, with incorrect phrasing 
and improper inflection. teach boys and 
girls pray rather than say prayers, sys- 
tematic attention must given the subject. 
achieve this end will well occasionally

Practical Letter-Writing Program 
John Treanor* 


Letter writing, confined the friendly 
letter, should begin the fourth grade. 
that time, pupils are able control their 
penmanship, their sense form and arrange- 
ment developed, and their vocabulary and 
sentence skills are fairly good. Mindful 
the age level, teachers must begin slowly 
and carefully, being concerned with type 
language work entirely new their pupils. 
extensive series lessons, each one 
clear, short, definite unit, required. The 
work cannot done hurry; for those 
teachers delude themselves who believe that 
letter writing something taught easily 
and quickly. 

introductory lesson should explain the 
means intercourse, the necessity for it, the 
interdependence peoples and nations, and 
on. More particularly, extension the 
lesson should focus attention the letter, 
the post office department, the amenities 
social communication, and the joy that comes 
correspondence. Naturally, these considera- 
tions should offered terms suitable 
the fourth grade. 

Next should come the formal parts the 
friendly salutation, body, 
closing, and signature. entire week, 
daily lessons about twenty minutes, ought 
spent each separate part. The 
thorough teaching the letter requires the 
greatest attention the smallest details. 

The heading, for example, very difficult 
for pupils almost any grade, not excluding 
the high school. For there needed definite, 
almost mathematical precision the placing 
the various requirements, well the 
most continuous drill upon these facts. Where 
the heading shall begin, how much margin 
shall required the right-hand side, the 
punctuation and capitalization these are not 
lightly taught nor carelessly learned. 
week not too much, the time being taken 
first the most accurate teaching and fol- 
lowed less careful practice. week’s 
time, the average fourth grade pupil will 
master the work the heading. 

The other parts the letter should

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taught cumulatively successive weeks (the 
closing and the signature being presented 
together). Thus four weeks’ time, the entire 
friendly letter taught. 

Were teachers conclude the work this 
point, their efforts would soon forgotten. 
Now comes the important drill. must 
daily and for extensive period. 

The before-school period the elementary 
school the time for this drill. Five six 
minutes (the body the letter being confined 
two three lines) will suffice for the 
actual writing. Approximately the same length 
time will permit the teacher scan the 
papers. error should unchecked; 
paper should accepted with single error 
—even the fourth grade. the work 
continued for several months letter every 
day—the form unmistakably ingrained. 
After such program, entirely reasonable 
for teacher anticipate set papers 
without single error. After such program, 
matter comment not that single 
paper correct but that the entire class 
single error has been made. And this 
the fourth grade! 

Here, then, early elementary grade 
taught the form the friendly letter. 
There remains grades above the fourth only 
the work upon the correspondence itself. The 
form comes the business 
learning what say. 

the fifth and sixth (and higher) grades 
the body the letter, carrying the message, 
receives the attention. The situation which 
letters are required the laws 
useful ways which express one’s self, 
convenient models for letters these now en- 
gage the pupils. 

Since most boys and girls have only the 
crudest powers expression, models the 
friendly letter such given below, suffice 
introduce pupils various possibilities. 
The several types, taken for week 
fortnight for each one, are taught and drilled, 
with the same daily attention. The variation

And any other 
device, teachers ought arouse maintain 
the interest already manifested. 

After such program, begun the fourth 
grade, and continued through the 
grades, scarcely matter comment, 
that class being selected random, 
entire set letters found entirely without 
mistake. Only where occasional spelling 
difficulties occur the body errors appear 
—the form the letter accuracy itself, 
and the energies pupils and 
can devoted the actual message. Ele- 
mentary teachers may well understand how 
their fellow workers junior and senior high 
school will appreciate the situation.

The problem did not arise until the Renaissance 
when group philosophers called naturalists 
maintained that man’s natural powers were suf- 
ficient earn his heaven, since nature incapable 
achieving its end mistake, creature es- 
sentially crippled. Various theologians answered 
this positing natural end within man’s 
grasp, though beatitude, supernatural end, 
attainable supernatural grace alone. The most 
important contribution the discussion since 
then surnaturel, French Jesuit, Henri 
Lubac, who adopts the position, theological 
grounds, that because his soul spiritual, man not 
only does have, but also could have, but one end 
God known and loved the Beatific Vision. 
The implications this theory are all-encompass- 
ing. man has natural end, those things which 
does upon natural level are achieve it. 
His salvation entirely different depart- 
ment. The dichotomy such view evident. 
can result two extremes: secular civilization 
which God separate from daily living, 
morality separate from business, salvation 
Sunday avocation; extreme “theologism,” 
wherein the Christian sees nothing good 
edge other than theology, art that does not 
preach, any action which nature alone 
capable performing. The attitude shows 
Catholic teachers who grade according good- 
ness not knowledge, who allow students unfit 
for the work remain college because they are 
such “nice boys.” occupational hazard 
for the Catholic critic who all too prone 
recommend book for its “nice thoughts,” even 
upon purely literary grounds execrable. 

Lubac’s theory, short, sees man unit 
with diverse powers. can many things, but 
what does with one faculty will affect the 
things does with the others. Christians will not 
always better writers than pagans, for Chris- 
tians not always have the talent the pagan 
has been granted, but Christian will utilize his 
talents better because when grace strengthens his 
soul, strengthens every faculty his soul, 
whether that faculty for scrubbing floors 
for praying God. 

How escape the dilemma? Father Buckley’s 
work suggests one way. supports the theory 
John St. Thomas, pre-eminent Thomistic 
commentator, which maintains that man has 
natural desire for God, not specifically, positively, 
and concretely, but rather negatively. desires 
not much infinite good good general, for 
aware that particular finite good fully 
satisfies him. This desire provides him with 
goal within his powers, though not truly 
last, satisfying end. What his nature can attain 
him unaided limited, abstractive knowledge 
God and the limited love which would follow 
such knowledge. 

the 1949 meeting the American Catholic 
Philosophical Association, Anton Pegis the 
Medieval Institute Toronto, presented another 
solution. accepts both the Thomistic doctrine 
efficacious secondary causality and Lubac’s 
position that there natural end any 
sort for man. solves the contradiction through 
his interpretation St. Thomas’ idea nature. 
Aristotle and his Arabian commentators viewed 
nature something which closed. begins 
and ends with the same faculties and the same 
potencies. Such nature would, course, 
destroyed the intervention divine grace. 
would become, very literally, new nature. Ac- 
cording Pegis, St. Thomas’ concept natures 
less than man might agree with this, but man 
Thomism possesses nature which not 
closed. opened. Man straddles two worlds 
matter and spirit—and his spirit suited 
the possession much more than the material 
world about him. has what termed obediential

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Sleeping Rest Periods for Beginners 
Brother Hugh, 


the casual observer passing classroom 
window, and seeing the children taking their 
daily rest period, may all seem queer. But 
the teacher these little children, this 
very important time the day. 
necessary? even useful? Remember, these 
small children consider school day quite 
lot fun; but being small they are, 
they are easily fatigued. Not being accustomed 
are fully ready for rest when the sleeping 
time arrives. 

For many these little children their 
first year school. The few months that 
begin this new experience are for them, 
for their teacher, who has practically 
everything for them, very tiring month. 
Then too, these same little boys and girls now 
taking their daily nap. cannot provide 
couple hours for their afternoon nap, yet 
can give them rest period, which will 
break down the fatigue that they will not 
tired out the end the day. Thus 
with new lease energy, they will able 
continue and finish the school day full 
pep. This especially important parochial 
and private schools, where there catechism 
lesson closing the day. the children have 
their sleeping period, then they will fresh 
and ready learn the religion period. 
Otherwise they may all fatigued and 
easily prey distractions, even, per- 
haps, fall asleep. And this during their 
most important period, while they were fresh 
and ready learn during their other studies. 
Then, for best results, have the catechism 
period changed, some may say. known 
fact that the best time for the Catechism 
lesson the closing period the day, 
that the children are sent home full good 
wholesome religious thoughts, the crowning 
work the Religious Educator the end 
his day. 

For the first few periods rest the chil-

dren, especially when school something new 
them, will little bit difficult about 
going rest, sleeping. There will 
few who will think that just another 
game, and the game consists seeing who can 
last the longest awake. Just firm, and after 
few periods they will see how they are 
expected behave and what the period 
all about. 

Due the fact that the pre-primary should 
have sleeping period, follows that for 
this small reason, and other more important 
ones, the classroom should end one, 
away from the more frequent noises plaguing 
the other classrooms. your room not 
comparatively quiet place, your rest period 
will amount practically nothing, and will 
indeed then useless, not more harmful 
than good. The shades should drawn; and 
summer and winter both the two ex- 
treme temperatures should avoided. 

would easy say for length time, 
your sleeping period either should not 
too short nor too long. But then would 
rather evasive. One cannot say one length 
time not good another, but the same 
amount time should kept daily. should 
not less than fifteen minutes and not more 
than half-hour. 

needless say that the period must 
the afternoon, about mid-way between the 
beginning and ending the afternoon session. 
sleeping period not needed there 
less than two and half school 
the afternoon. The sleeping period class be- 
fore, immediately before, the afternoon recess 
which most schools appropriately put 
the middle the afternoon session. The pur- 
pose this that the playing and outdoor 
air will fully awaken the children and they 
will fresh for the periods after recess. 
try start some other work, 
writing, religion, anything that sort, 
would useless. 

summary will only say, have sleeping 
period, most certainly; but assure yourself 
the proper conditions for its utility.

Often I’ve noticed that during college 
lecture, stilted and too academic form, 
when professor would read aloud magazine 
article pertaining his topic, class interest 
would reawaken. was new, contemporary 
information. The students were eager for its 
freshness. 

Then, when was teaching class 
mentally deficient children, the story hour 
easily became the grandest, most enjoyable 
part the day for teacher and children 
alike. Ranging mental age from three 
ten years, and chronological age from 
years. These children would project 
themselves into story, sparkle would light 
their eyes. longer were they “not 
bright” children, segregated, often ridiculed 
—they were now all sorts heroes and 
heroines living brave and exciting adventures. 
How they loved story hour, bright spot 
dull lives! 

Later, when working with group chil- 
dren afflicted with cerebral palsy, “spastic” 
children, all whom were average above 
intelligence, but all badly crippled, again 
found that reading aloud helped im- 


mensely gaining the respect and the con- 


fidence these oversensitive children. They 
had, because their affliction, become in- 
troverted and withdrawn, each mass 
nervous tension. While the story was being 
read them, muscles relaxed, breathing be- 
came more regular, spasms were less frequent.

Distracting influences 
should kept minimum. 

The material read must interesting 
and within the mental grasp the listener. 
However, along this line, there should 
surprise challenge order that attention
